, Mary Tbdhuntex^ockefeller, North 
East, Harbor, Jilaine, was^ inter viewed on August 30, 
1974, and advised, ihat she is the former wife 
of former GovermW^Nelson AvtfRockefeller. She 
said that they had neen married on June 23, 

1930, and were divorced in March* 1962. She 
stated that she considers Governor Rockefeller 
to be a person whose character and loyalty 
to the United States are above reproach. She 
said that Governor Rockefeller has always 
demonstrated himself to be a man of outstand¬ 
ing ability whose .'integrity' is above question. 
She further described him as dedicated, hard¬ 
working, and intelligent. She said that 
Governor Rockefeller possesses a fine reputation 
as an individual and administrator and his 
talent in the field of administration qualifies 
him for nomination as Vice President of the 
United States. She highly recommended him for 
the position to which he has been nominated. 
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
